Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 11-27- 
2006 has been entered. 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-3, 20-23, and 40 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Applicants arguments primarily centered upon that the prior art of record did not 
teach or suggest the intramolecular electron transfer, but rather intermolecular electron 
transfer. The newly found references which are applied to the claims below teach 
intramolecular non oxidative electron transfer. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-3,20-23, and 40 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by IBM Tech. Disci NN8902444 Vol 31, No. 9, pages 444-450. 
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The IBM Tech. Disci. Bull. Discloses a molecular switch. The switch is activated 
by an applied electric field. The band gap change in the molecule takes place by the 
mechanism of a conformation change which is a twisting. The rotor portion is the 
portion that carries out the twisting motion. The change is internal to the molecule and 
the electron transfer is internal to the molecule(please see the bracketed portion of the 
reference). In the first line of the reference, it is disclosed that the molecules are useful 
in logic circuits which are the components in memory devices, so that there is the 
implication of memory devices. The reference further discloses that there is a transition 
between initial and final states. Near the bottom or page 1 of the attached print-out of 
the reference, it is disclosed that the molecule may be between two electrodes. 

Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Hush et 
al (JACS 1990 Vol. 112, pp 4192-4197). 

Hush et al discloses field activated intramolecular configurational change in 
molecules and that the molecules are molecular switches which can be used in logic 
circuits and therefore can be used in memory devices(page 419s, second paragraph in 
the first column, and page 4197, first column). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 4-19, and 24-39 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 
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The prior art of record does not teach the recited compounds nor the recited molecular 
, changes.
